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Laur entian students j oin 
'Occupy Toronto' protest

(Editor's note: Danielle 
Beaulieu was contacted for an 
interview by the Lambda and 
agreed to it but did not show 
up when scheduled. Eric 
Kingsley was contacted for 
an interview and agreed to 
it. Despite rescheduling the 
interview twice, Kingsley was 
unable to meet with Lambda 
staff to be interviewed for 
this story. Sarah Williams, 
who also took part in the 
protests, was contacted via 
Facebook but insisted on 
writing her own piece, which 
has not been sent to Lambda.) 

On Saturday, Oct. 15, a group 
of individuals boarded a school 
bus in the early morning from the 
Laurentian parking pit to travel 
down to Toronto, specifically 
St. James Park, to participate in 
the first day of Occupy Toronto 
protests. 

The bus, carrying roughly 16 
people, both young and old, SGA 
and non-SGA, remained in high 
spirits despite the blustery weather. 
Almost everyone on the bus had a 
cardboard sign in their possession, 
with colourful slogans such as 
"fuck apathy" or "fuck capitalism, 
let's party" and other signs with 
colourful language. 

"Occupy Toronto" is one of 
the many worldwide protests 
stemming from the controversial 
"Occupy Wall Street" movement 
in New York City. According to the 
official Occupy Toronto website, 
occupyto.org, the movement is 
a peaceful demonstration with 
the purpose of raising awareness 
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Laurentian University students, and others who bussed down to Toronto, pose for a picture. 



around the subjects of corporations 
and their influence over politics, 
and economic inequality. 

True to the term "peaceful," 
only two arrests were reported as 
of Oct. 15. 

The Laurentian-centered trip 
was originally going to be funded 
by the SGA, as was decided at an 
SGA board meeting, held on Oct. 
12. 

A motion was brought forward 
to the board, by board member 



Tom Sutton, requesting $2,000 
from the VP Issues budget to go 
towards the funding for a school 
bus to transport the group of 
protestors down to Toronto and 
back. 

The funding was approved at 
first, but was soon after found to be 
unconstitutional by SGA Senator 
Mark Mancini. 

Communicating over a 

Facebook group, LU Students 
for Occupying Toronto, Danielle 



Beaulieu sent out a message on 
Oct. 13 that funding for the bus 
did not come from the SGA, but in 
fact from "members of the group." 

Soon after, she said that it was 
not necessary to pay for a seat on 
the bus, but that the group will be 
accepting "monetary donations." 

Mancini said the funding for 
the trip wasn't acquired through 
proper channels. 

"To me itjust seemed improper 
to give them money, which would 



have been the same for any group," 
Mancini said. "The $2000 is half 
of the VP Issues budget." 

Mancini added that only $500 
of the VP Issues budget is given to 
the Laurentian Pride Club. 

"If you have a motion for 

funding, you need to present it 

prior to when you require the 

actual funding," Mancini said. "I 

think it put the board in a difficult. . .

If you have a message, it's not our job 
to get it out. If it's news, we'll print it. If 
you refuse to be interviewed and then 
criticize us for having a bias, you're being 
hypocritical. 

By assuming we'll put a bias on a story 
and not giving us an interview, you're 
having a bias towards us and not giving 
us a fair chance. Giving every source a 
fair chance is our job. We open our doors 
to all viewpoints and welcome all sides of 
any story. 

You had ample time to have your voices 
heard, and if you were serious about 
getting something across, you know who 
we are. We're active in the Laurentian 
community. 

Some of you have walked in here to 
talk stories before, but for some reason — 
on possibly the biggest story of the year 
you've involved yourself in — you decided 
to remain silent. 

We didn't make that choice for you. 



If your cause is just and clear and 
important to the SGA population at- 
large, the population with which you 
demanded $2,000 from to take a bus 
to Toronto and back to protest in their 
favour, then maybe it's worth asking what 
you're actually protesting for. 

If you're fighting for students, don't 
they deserve to know about your cause? 

We all have the right to fight for any 
cause we deem fit. But, what bothers me, 
is when someone claims to be fighting for 
a population that is totally unaware of 
their fight. 

Roughly sixteenpeople took a trip down 
to Toronto to fight for what they believe in. 
That's admirable. And although money 
was granted by the SGA, Senator Mark 
Mancini found the process of obtaining 
it to be unconstitutional, leading to the 
money never being given. Protestors were 
angry and up-in-arms. But a group of 1 6, 
demanding $2,000, from students doesn't 
seem like a practical, evenly-distributed 
use of money. Half of the VP of Issues 
budget, spent on sixteen protestors (some 
of which weren't students), when the 
overall approval rate of the protest by 
SGA students isn't known, is dangerous 
for an organization that services roughly 
5,200 students. 

I know there was a plan being set-up 
by the protestors to pay back (at least) 
part of the money, but that would have 
been a large risk for the SGA to take... 
Not to mention the possible precedent it 



would set for further groups to come and 
demand money in the same way. 

I'm not saying the system we live 
in is perfect, or that I disagree with the 
protest. Demanding this sort of money 
in such a short time-frame (they needed 
$2,000 in a matter of days) shows a lack 
of organization and foresight from those 
who asked for it. And, for the record, 
anyone who was planning on going on the 
trip, who voted in favour of the money at 
the SGA board meeting, was in a conflict 
of interest (don't throw a rulebook at me, 
it's common sense). 

I appreciate people who care about 
the issues. What I don't appreciate is 
asking for funding and then swearing at 
a student politician when he does his job 
and finds a constitutional error with a 
funding request. I don't appreciate petty, 
irrational behaviour in any situation. 

We're all adults here, and we're 
supposed to lead our generation going 
forward. We're never going to get 
anywhere hurling insults, F-bombs and 
waving self-righteous flags at each other. 

We all have our own ideologies, beliefs 
and ideas. We need to remember to 
respect each other. 

And, if we can't, maybe we shouldn't be 
the ones representing the SGApopulation.

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Conflict brews on campus

...position - they banged away 
at the urgency of it, and we can't 
make a decision in a way that's 
right for students in such a short 
period of time." 

Mancini added that he was 
not opposed to funding things 
such as this: "If students want 
to mobilize for just causes that's 
great, but there needs to be a 
better effort next time to make a 
more compelling case for us in a 
way that is becoming of the SGA 
and of the students we serve." 

Mancini had a chance to meet 
up with the group of individuals 
who were credited with organizing 



the movement at Laurentian after 
the meeting. Mancini described it 
as not "the most comfortable thing 
in the world," and elaborated with 
some of the verbal exchanges the 
group had with him. "I won't go 
as far to say it's a threat, but there 
was a bit of an intimidation factor 
that they were trying to level on 
me - and I have been verbally 
attacked by at least one person 
since I filed the challenge against 
this, so I perhaps should have been 
expecting this, but I hope that 
the individuals involved in this 
movement stay true to what they 
believe, which is compassion and 
understanding of other people's 



viewpoints." 

Organizers on the bus did 
not realize that the demand was 
unconstitutional, and had said at 
the SGA board meeting that the 
protest rang very true to student 
issues, giving them reason to 
participate. 

"My understanding of the 
protest is that it is a very wide- 
ranging effort and it's not just 
focused on student issues," 
Mancini stated. "Their efforts 
were not necessarily congruent 
with the goal of the SGA, which 
is to provide to students and 
to exclusively promote student 



As for the anti-Capitalism signs 
that were decorated on the bus, he 
said "that $2000 is better spent on 
direct student issues rather than 
lamenting Capitalism." 

Beaulieu explained the situation 
during the bus ride to a fellow 
protestor. She described the group 
of protestors on the bus as "very 
vocal and active," and is sure that 
the seemingly unjust lack of SGA 
funding will "spread like wildfire." 

Beaulieu, who serves as an off- 
campus representative on the SGA 
board also was quoted as saying 
"fuck the SGA', and claimed that 
every campus is for the "Occupy" 
movement, except Laurentian. 



Marguerite Thibaudeau, who 
participated in the Occupy Toronto 
protest, is quoted on Facebook as 
saying the movement is a result of a 
"broken-down system. The protests 
are fantastic because the whole 
system is corrupt." 

When asked if she found the 
protests less effective because of 
the wide spectrum, she said "No, 
because we are coming together 
in unity, respecting each other's 
differences." 

She also said that the protests 
are a part of prophecy, where the 
seventh generation of youth will rise 
and older people will come to assist 
them.

Laurentian balances budget 
with administration cuts

Balancing the Laurentian University 
budget this year took some tough decision- 
making, according to chief of staff Chris 
Mercer, including letting go of 25 staff over 
the summer. 

"The decisions were tough," he said. "I 
believe we made the right ones." 

Mercer acknowledges that the diminished 
funding could have impacts. 

"You pull almost 12 per cent out of the 
administrative budget in one year, (and) that 
has pretty significant impacts. Well, I shouldn't 
say it won't affect students. We tried to 
minimize the impact on students and choose 
where those impacts were." 

Laurentian University Senator Mark 
Mancini understands the administration chose 
to cut staff to balance the budget, but he is 
concerned for the quality of service provided 
to students. 

"In some cases, these cuts needed to 
happen," he said. "My job as a senator and 
as a student is to ensure that these cuts and 
future cuts have a minimum impact on student 
services. That's really the worry I have. We 
understand it's necessary that the budget is 
balanced, but at the same time we have to 
make sure students aren't adversely affected 
now." 

Zachary Courtemanche, a third-year 
political science student, said the cuts are 
bound to affect student services. 

"You can't provide as good a service, as 
comprehensive a service when you're down 



to a skeleton crew," he said. "And I think 
that's going to be the biggest concern, to try 
and transition into a system where you have 
much closer to a skeleton crew of staff that 
has to be able to provide the same services, if 
not more, because we're always trying to grow 
the university. You're looking at more students 
than before and less staff to serve them." 

Courtemanche added that he realizes it's 
important for a university to balance short- 
term and long-term plans, although for current 
students the timing of the cuts is unfortunate. 

Courtemanche added that cutting staff was 
a predictable way for the administration to 
balance the budget. 

"It wasn't a huge surprise that that is where 
they went (for cuts). Twenty-five is a notable 
amount of people. I think their union has 
about 400, so it's a notable enough dent." 

Prioritizing "the core" of the university 
was kept in mind while paring down for the 
budget, Mercer said. 

"I think what we were able to do is preserve 
the core of what the university really is. The 
university is a place of teaching, research and 
supporting students. We need to continue to 
invest there." 

Balancing the budget for Laurentian, 
like any institution, is always reliant on the 
revenue generated. For the university, the 
funding comes from and is reliant on three 
major sources: government grants, tuition and 
enrolment. 

Mancini said he understands the situation 
the university was in: 



"I sympathize with the fact that we 
can't have a growing amount of jobs at the 
university and not be able to pay for anything 
else. Students have to keep in mind that we are 
being invested in (in areas like research), but at 
the same time, we have to be vigilant that cuts 
aren't damaging the success that students can 
have at Laurentian." 

The Students' General Association released a 
statement, expressing that the cuts are not in the 
best interest of students. 

"Although the cuts that have been made 
may be conducive to the long-term plan of the 
university, we feel that the short and medium- 
term consequences of these changes are not in 
the best interest of the students," the release 
stated. "It would have been more proactive for 
students to have been consulted much earlier 
than they were. The students should have had 
a relevant role in the decision-making process. 
To that end, it is essential that the student 
associations be included in the discussion and 
informed of pending changes within a time 
frame that allows for constructive input and 
meaningful influence in the prioritization of 
budgetary decisions." 

In the end, Mercer said the focus of the 
administration with the budget was on academic 
programming and student support. 

"We chose to increase our investments 

in academic programs, we increased our 

investments in student support and our 

administration, consequently, was hit pretty 

hard... We had to make tough choices and we 

did."

At the same board meeting that 
saw him elected, he was included 
in all SGA executive discussions. 

The newly-elected VP was 
happy to have won, considering 
the level of competition, he said. 

"I thought the competition 
was pretty steep, given the extent 
to which the other candidate

Martino said. "I really didn't 
know how it was going to work 
out." 

Martino 's ability to envision 
long-term goals is what 
encouraged the SGA board to 
elect him at their Oct. 12 meeting, 
he said. 

"I feel my strength with 
strategic visioning was helpful 
(in the win). I think maybe that's 
what helped me gain the edge I 
needed." 

The SGA executive already 
had the other bases covered, 
according the SGA VP of issues.

getting some ideas." 

Martino 's background in 
philosophy (he's a fourth-year) will 
be a plus when it comes to his new 
life as a student politician, he said. 

"Being a philosophy major, 
I've learned to look at issues from 
multiple perspectives. I can see 
many possibilities as opposed to 
getting locked into one." 

Decision-making and critical 
thinking are both traits of a 
philosopher, and Martino is 
hoping both prove useful in his 
new role. 

"If the point at which a 
decision has to be made can 
be determined, between now 
and that point, I'll keep asking 
myself 'why are we wrong?' And 
(I realize) the decision has to 
include other people too. It's the 
democratic process." 

Theprocessof "democratizing" 
the student association he is now 
part of (at an executive level), is a 
top priority for the VP of Issues. 

"I want to democratize the 
SGA further than is already the 
case. I want to begin to mobilize 
the grassroots university. I like 
bottom-up democracy, when those 
who I work for feel empowered to 
take part in the process." 



Part of democratizing the SGA 
involves a unified front with other 
student associations, Martino 
said. 

"Hopefully, in somehow, 
someway, I can begin to bridge 
the void that exists with the SGA 
and the other associations, if we 
can find some common ground." 

What sparked Martino 's 
venture into politics was the 
"little things adding up." He often 
spent time in the Games Room 
listening to complaints from 
fellow students, and eventually 
decided he would like to be part 
of a possible solution for student 
issues. 

"Strengthening the position 
of students, ultimately, is my 
goal. I'm in a position where 
I can influence change in my 
community and hopefully that 
change is for the better." 

For some, the jump into 
politics might be driven by a lust 
for power or an interest in being 
recognized, but Martino said it's 
about more than that for him. 

"Whether they remember my 

name at all, that's besides the 

point. I need to know, for myself, 

that I had some sort of positive 

influence.

Students report break-in on residence

Sept. 23 was a night of panic and 
confusion for three students living in 
residence. 

The night started off on a high note as 
the Lights concert was taking place in the 
Great Hall. 

Alyssa Datoo, Natalie Marksar and 
Caitlin Stainton, roommates and residents 
of SSR, attended the concertas well as 
hundreds of other students. However, their 
night ended on a much lower note. 

The trio was victimized by a robbery. 

Datoo, Marksar and Stainton returned 
to their apartment after the concert in the 
hopes of watching a movie with their friends 
who also live on their floor. As they left their 
apartment to visit their friends they made 
sure to turn off all of the lights and lock the 
front door. Soon after, another floormate 
rushed into the room to tell them to check 
their rooms because there had been a 
break-in. They quickly rushed back to their 



apartment and noticed that nothing in their 
common room had been taken or moved. 

"Our front door was locked," said first- 
year student Alyssa Datoo. "But I noticed 
that our bedroom door was slightly open and 
I remembered that our door was closed." 

The trio then went to check on their 
room because they were suspicious as to why 
their door was open, "We walked in and my 
garbage bin was thrown across the floor," 
said Datoo. "I looked at the top of my desk 
and noticed that my laptop was missing. I 
noticed that Nat's computer, which was on 
the bed originally, was moved to her desk." 

A Blackberry and an iPhone had also 
been taken. Uncertain about what was going 

on and what to do next, they decided to 
go and report the incident to the UC porters, 
again making sure to lock all of their doors. 

"We came back upstairs and our front 
door was locked," Datoo said. 

The students went back into their rooms 
and discovered that other things were taken. 



"I noticed that my laptop charger was 
gone," Marksar said. "The curtain in our 
bathroom was closed so they could have 
been there, no one ever checked it and no 
one ever checked our closets. They never 
left." 

Deciding that they should update the 
porters on their findings they went back to 
the UC porter desk, again taking careful 
care to lock their doors. "We went back 
downstairs to report it and security didn't 
believe us," Datoo said. "They were blaming 
us, that we didn't lock our doors when we 
did." 

The following day, after a "sleepless 
night," they sought out the Laurentian 
Security office and filed a police report 
online. They were told that they would be 
hearing from them shortly. A few days later 
they received an unsettling email. "We got 
an email a few days later and it said that our 
report was 'rejected due to the nature of the 
theft'" said Natalia. 



"Really, right now, we don't know if we'll 
get our stuff back," Datoo said. 

While they're waiting to hear about any 
new leads, they have had to replace their 
stolen items. 

"I bought a phone," said Stainton. 

"I have to get a new laptop," added 
Datoo. 

The trio admit to suffering some 
emotional damage from the break-in. 

"Our beds are together now, because we 
were scared. You don't feel safe, you don't 
feel secure," Marksar said. 

All a little bit shaken after the incident, 
they had an extra lock installed onto their 
front door for safety. 

Datoo said she's concerned for her safety. 

"Imagine one of us got hurt? If either of us 

had checked the bathroom or the storage, 

who knows what could have happened."

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Laurentian School of Architecture 
approved to build downtown

After a lengthy battle with the citizens of 
Greater Sudbury, city council has approved 
the sale of a portion of downtown's Market 
Square to Laurentian for their school of 
Architecture, expected to open to students 
October 2013. 

Market Square, open from May to 
October on weekends, will be relocated to 
a new place downtown when construction 
commences. 

The property has not been appraised 



yet, but Laurentian is offering $1 million 
dollars to purchase it, and are prepared to 
invest another $2 million dollars into the 
relocation of Market Square, putting a total 
of $3 million into the project. 

Laurentian's Market Square choice, 
according to their website, was based upon a 
selection process of 28 sites in the downtown 
area that could hold an expected school size 
of 400. 

City councillors who opposed the motion 
were confused by the offer Laurentian gave 



them. Initially, Laurentian claimed to buy 
the property for anywhere between $1 and 
$3 million, and now they are making an 
offer for one million. 

Councillors also believe that Laurentian's 
capped deal of $3 million is too little - the 
expected relocation of Market Square is the 
CP Rail Station, currently not in use. The 
expected cost to develop the new Market 
Square location is set at a rough estimate of 
$3.5 million. 

It is important to note that the deal 



between Laurentian and the city of Greater 

Sudbury has not been finalized, but only a 

recommendation to go forth with the deal 

has been passed at council. The council 

has until November 9th to make a decision, 

and Laurentian's offer ultimately expires on 

December 14th. 

Laurentian's school of Architecture is 

scheduled to begin taking in students in the 

year 2013, and is expected to have a full 

capacity of 400 students by 2018.

Ratemypr of essors . com 
provides 'solid advice' 
for students

Ratemyprofessors.com, a website with a 
self-explanatory URL, is a tool that allows 
students to anonymously view and rate 
professors that they have had at university, 
including Laurentian. 

Although Laurentian currently has 
over 600 professors to browse and rate, the 
school is only one of approximately 6,500 
schools in the United States, Canada and 
United Kingdom featured on the site. The 
site also boasts over 1 million comments by 
students, and over one million professors. 

All of Laurentian's professors are 
organized under a neat category with an 
overall school rating of 3.15 (out of five), 
found by simply searching for "Laurentian 
University" on the home page's search bar. 

Professors are rated on a points scale, 
with five being the highest and zero being 
the lowest. Their overall points are ranked 
in categories of "helpfulness," "clarity," 
"easiness," and "hotness," which is 
represented with a chili pepper instead of 
a number, making it invalid in the overall 
rating, which is the average of the other 
three ratings. 

Below the ratings are anonymous 
comments left from students, offering their 
own personal rating, the course code for 
the class they took with them, and an area 
to comment. Most of these comments 
are surprisingly helpful, according to one 
Laurentian student. 

"The great thing about Rate My 
Professor is that it actually gives solid advice 
from students, to students," Kira Guiseppi, a 



second-year Sociology student, said. "I can 
actually get a pretty good understanding 
about what my teachers are going to be like, 
and some of the users provide great tips on 
how to study for specific classes." 

Another interesting thing that Rate My 
Professor has is a feature for professors to 
post a rebuttal - if they are unhappy with 
their ratings or the comments on their page, 
they are allowed to post a "blog" explaining 
their point of view, and describing what 
kind of professor they are. 

A section for overall campus ratings and 
comments boasts some positive comments 
from Laurentian students, even going as 
far as questioning one's sanity when they 
transfer to another university, because it is 
so enjoyable. 

Some comments are not so flattering. 
One rater simply wrote a comment saying 
that the school is "too far from town," and 
although Laurentian's campus is only 7.6 
kilometers away from the approximate 
location of the downtown nightclub The 
Grand, it is apparently an issue that can 
actually sway a person's decision to like or 
dislike the school. 

The main site also contains blog posts 
that contain tools, websites and tips that 
help students with school and work, and also 
contains profiles on some of the highest- 
rated professors in all three countries. 

The site, which has been in operation 
since 1999, is based out of Menlo 
Park in California and can be found at 
ratemyprofessors.com.

The Sudbury Theatre Centre welcomes 
its first playwright-in-residence, Matthew 
Heiti, for the 2011-2012 season.

On Oct. 16, Heiti presented a free public 
reading of his new work "Receiver of 
Wreck," a "grotesque comedy about human 
waste and the mystic potential of change" 
that won Pat the Dog Playwrighting Centre's 
24-hour competition last fall. The reading 
featured local talents Ron Tough and Marc 
Donato, Toronto's Len Silvini and Melissa 
Dozois, and was directed by Thorneloe 
University professor Bill Lane. 

During his residency, he will be working 
on a full-length piece inspired by local 
mythology. He is also currently leading a 
Playwrights' Junction at the STC. This 12- 
week program has selected local playwrights 



and writers to gather in a workshop 
environment to explore and develop their 
playmaking skills. A number of current 
and former Laurentian students have been 
invited to take part in the Junction. 

"Writing for the stage is a unique 
medium," Cora Eckert, a Theatre Arts 
student who is participating in the Junction, 
said. "There's nothing like it. It is so vibrant 
and alive. You can feel the audience's 
reaction immediately and the energy of the 
performance feeds off that. [. . .] Sadly, it's 
not often the medium of choice for writers. I 
hope [the Playwrights' Junction] encourages 
other people interested in writing plays to 
keep at it." 

Eckert described the first meeting with 



Heiti, who asked the writers to find what is 
unique to them as Sudbury authors and how 
their local environment impacts their work. 
The writers are encouraged develop a one- 
act play that they will have an opportunity to 
have read in front of an informal audience 
in January 2012. 

"It's an opportunity that we don't often 
get in Northern Ontario, where resources 
are more limited for the arts," Eckert said.

Review: 'The 
39 Steps'

The Sudbury Theatre Center's 
season-opening mainstage "The 
39 Steps" ended its run on Oct. 16. 
"The 39 Steps" is adapted from a 
1915 thriller spy novel by Scottish 
author Tom Buchan. However, 
any audience members familiar 
with the novel or even the 1935 film 
might have been in for a surprise 
if they expected to experience 
a Hitchcock-type adventure 
Patrick Barlow's adaptation is a 
farce-comedy. Moreover, the 

show features a sizeable list of 
characters, performed with only 
four actors. 

Stephen Sparks plays the hero 
Richard Hannay a man-on-the- 
run accused of murder who travels 
cross-country to uncover a plot to 
steal British military secrets, led by 
an espionage organization known 
as the "39 Steps". Sparks was 
last seen with the STC in "I had 
a Job I Liked Once", "Moonlight 
and Magnolias" and "The Love 
List". Jacklyn Francis, who plays 
Annabella Schmidt, Margaret, and 
Pamela, three women with whom 
the hero has romantic encounters; 



Francis last appeared in the "The 
Love List". Robert Clarke and 
Sheldon Davis play every other 
character in the show, ranging 
from police officers, to hotel 
managers, to spies, henchmen, and 
paperboys, often playing multiple 
characters in the same scene. 
The show involves speedy quick- 
changes on and off-stage that are 
often played for laughs. 

For fans of the 1935 film, the 
play's script pays homage to Alfred 
Hitchcock with plenty of puns 
and allusions, including an entire 
airplane chases scene that refers to 
"North by Northwest" and musical 
accompaniment pulled straight 
from the theme from "Psycho." 

"The 39 Steps" proved a strong 
opening to the STC's 2011-2012 
season. The next show will be 
Samuel Beckett's classic absurdist 
play "Waiting for Godot," which 
opens Nov. 3.

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Preoccupied with Occupy Wall Street: The 
story you won't see on CNN

SACKVILLE (CUP) 
Most of us have heard about the 
"Occupy Wall Street" protest, 
but thanks to major media's 
mishandling of the story, few of us 
understand its trajectory. 

Many protesters share the view 
that everything changed after the 
stock market crashed in 2008. 
Many more agree this year's record 
poverty estimates (46.2 million) are 
linked with record bonuses among 
the bankers who were bailed out 
after the crash of 2008. 

It was established before the 
Sept. 1 7 protest that there was to 
be no violence of any kind. Still, 
before the protest, the Department 
of Homeland Security warned the 
security community of the planned 
activities over the next few months. 
It also warned financial institutions 
of three planned "cyber attacks" 
and civil protests. The first attack, 
dubbed #OccupyWallStreet, was 
to take place on Sept. 1 7. 

Since that date, the protest has 
gone through several stages. On the 
first day, roughly 1,000 protesters 
showed up and a live stream was 
set up. That evening, more than 
100 people spent the night. In 
the following days, estimates were 
consistent — between 100 to 300 
protesters staying through the 
night. 



If one were to try to find any 
information during the early stages 
of this protest, sources would be 
limited to YouTube, Ad Busters, 
the odd blog and individuals' sites. 
Four days after the protest began, 
Keith Olbermann, host of the 
commentary program Countdown 
on Current TV, reported on the 
protest. He oudined the protest, 
addressing various issues and 
misconceptions. 

Olbermann reported, "This 
rhetorical question is perhaps 
self-answering. The protest called 
Occupy Wall Street is trying to 
underscore and 'gum-up' the 
financial industry's influence on 
who is rich and who is not. Why 
wouldn't that get news coverage?" 
He then goes on to describe the 
minimal coverage by mainstream 
media as "limited to one blurb in a 
free newspaper in Manhattan and 
a column in the Toronto Star." 

CNN's first report on the protest 
was a brief. In an interview with 
police commissioner Raymond 
Kelly, Wolf Blitzer inquired about 
the events. 

"I always feel a litde bit more 
secure when you are sitting next 
to me in New York. How worried 
should we be?" asked Blitzer. "The 
mayor was suggesting that if the 
economic situation gets worse 
there may be riots in the streets." 



Kelly dismissed concerns, 
describing the protests as peaceful, 
with only a couple of minor 
arrests. 

Another report on Sept. 25 
focused on the arrests that Kelly so 
briefly mentioned. 

The "minor arrests" came in 
several stages; first, a group of 
seven people on Sept. 20 followed 
by four more on Sept. 2 1 . Sept. 25 
saw more than 80 people arrested. 
However, this time the police were 
caught on video, spraying several 
women with pepper spray. They 
threw a male protester to the 
pavement. They grabbed a woman 
from behind a fence, dragged her 
into the street and arrested her. 

The most recent event was the 
Brooklyn Bridge protest, where 
protesters from the Occupy Wall 
Street protest marched. Instead 
of blocking and preventing the 
protesters from going on the 
road, police let the protesters onto 
the road. They waited until the 
protestors were on the bridge, 
followed them, trapped them and 
arrested 700 of them. Later, the 
police stated that the arrests were 
for blocking traffic and disorderly 
conduct. 

These police tactics and the 
force used against protestors have 
been questionable at best. The 
same could be said of mainstream 



Occupy movement hits Canada

WATERLOO (CUP) — After just over a month, 
the Occupy Wall Street movement has grown the point 
where most people are at least aware of its existence. If 
they haven't witnessed one of the hundreds of marches 
or occupations of parks and other public spaces in cities 
across the world, they've certainly heard of it. 

For something that began with the first protesters 
appearing on the U.S. Constitution Day, Sept. 17, in 
New York City's financial district, the movement, as it 
has come to be classified, has managed to sustain itself 
under intense criticism that its aims and the numerous 
issues the participants arc rallying around arc cither ill- 
defined or ill-informed. 

What arc the conditions that define Occupy Wall 
Street? How can you explain the complex simplicity that 
seems to be stymieing some of the media's coverage of 
the events? 

The magazine Adbusters bears much of the 
responsibility for sparking the initial protests in New 
York with a call in July to "occupy Wall Street" in 
September, but in retrospect the conditions were already 
in place, according to observers. 

"People are now saying it's the system overall that's 



wrong, not that [it] has screwed things up," assessed 
Wilfrid Lauricr University communications professor 
Herbert Pimlott. "I would say that this goes back, in 
terms of immediate sparks, to the financial collapse and 
from that you see the reactions of governments that have 
been imposing austerity cuts and making the middle 
classes — not just the working class or the poor — pay 
for bailouts for big corporations, banks and financial 
institutions that arc supposed to be too big to fail." 

Particularly problematic and cited as in part driving 
the protests is the massive disparity between the 
wealthiest one per cent of people and everyone else. 

"Essentially, the second they started saying 'we're 
the 99 per cent,' the subtext behind that was that the 
system isn't working for the vast majority of us," said 
Trish Hcnncssy, director of the Growing Gap Project at 
the Canadian Centre for Policy Alternatives. "When in 
2007-08 when the whole world economy came crashing 
down to its knees because of a financial system that was 
geared in the interests of a very wealthy, concentrated 
few at the top, at that point I think there was a public 
expectation that things would change - - that the 
government would start standing up for the people — 
but it didn't really happen."

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'Gap' from loss of therapy clinic 
to be replaced: Mercer

Although Laurentian University closed 
the Voyageur Athletic Therapy Clinic this 
past summer, much to the chagrin of those 
who had used its services, the university 
plans on taking a step back in order to take a 
few steps forward, according to Laurentian 
chief-of-staff Chris Mercer. 

The Voyageur Athletic Therapy Clinic 
closed after Laurentian University had 
decided to analyze its services in light of 
the budget problems it was facing. The 
university ultimately decided to focus more 
on academic programming. 

"We know not everyone is going to agree 
on what is tangential and what isn't," Mercer 
said. "But if you look at our budget this 
year we raised our investments in academic 
expenditure by over a million dollars and we 
preserved all of the core student services. As 
it relates specifically to athletic therapy, we 
did decide that in terms of the businesses 
that we're in, that would not be one of the 
services we offer as a university. Obviously 
publically there was some questioning of 
that decision, and some of the individuals 



were public with their opinions, but that's 
okay, it was a really tough time." 

Among those who publically expressed 
their concerns was 1984 double Olympic 
gold medalist Alex Baumann, and Wendy 
Hampson, former head athletic therapist 
who worked at the clinic for 33 years. 
Baumann had sent a letter to Laurentian 
University president Dominic Giroux, 
stating that the clinic was integral to his 
training prior to winning Olympic gold 
and that "If there is any way to reverse this 
position, I would be fully supportive." 

Hampson, meanwhile, who was let 
go from Laurentian, was baffled with the 
university's decision to close the clinic, as 
she expressed in a letter to the Sudbury Star 
this past summer. 

"This is inappropriate to cut a clinic 
that was achieving its goals as stated, was 
within the generally accepted practise across 
the country, had numerous marketing and 
revenue generating ideas rejected (e. g. 
massage therapy) and was a service being 
paid for, in part, by the students," Hampson 
wrote. 



On Sept.29, in a Facebook status from 
Laurentian Students for Staff, which 
claimed to quote Hampson, it was written 
that she was given an early retirement deal 
from the university. 

Although there are questions being raised 
regarding Laurentian's decision to close 
the clinic, Mercer said the university plans 
on implementing a new vision that would 
broaden its medical services. 

"What we would like to see moving 
forward, in terms of athletic therapy, is 
actually an expanded vision of health and 
wellness on campus," Mercer said. "Right 
now we have nurses, we have doctors and 
we'd like to expand that. It would be done 
through a partnership with the private sector. 
They're offering the services, and they're 
renting the space from us, so it's not actually 
the university offering them. We're really 
good at being a university; we're not really 
good at being a medical clinic. That's for the 
people who are good at that side of things to 
do it. That may involve athletic therapy, that 
may involve physiotherapy, that could be 
sports med, that could regular doctors, that 



could be occupational therapists or massage 
therapists, we'll see what types of proposals 
are brought forward." 

Mercer said the university realizes it must 
provide its students with proper medical 
support, and that it currendy does not meet 
standards, but that steps have already been 
taken to solve it. 

"Right now, we have a gap there," 

Mercer said. "But that's a gap that will be 

filled through the RFP process. Right now 

the athletes are being referred to our existing 

nurses and doctors, which is a little different 

than being referred to a therapist. But in a 

lot of places they actually use that as the 

best practice, to go to do the triaging at the 

medical level and then the medical people 

refer to the therapists, as opposed to what 

we were doing before, through the therapist 

that then said, 'Yeah I can deal with this,' or 

'No I can't,' and at that point we were going 

out. So it's a gap that's being filled and I look 

forward to having it in place to benefit not 

only the athletes, but all students who need 

medical support."

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OUA and AUS soccer: 
physicality vs. finesse

The first thing I noticed about 
Atlantic University Sport's (AUS) 
soccer was the level of physicality. 

It's more true of the men's 
game than the women's game out 
here, and it is a strong difference. 

That is not to say that the 
Ontario University Athletics' 
(OUA) soccer is soft - it is far from 
soft - it just does not possess the 
same physical edge. 

I have seen some rough soccer 
in the OUA. I remember some 
Nippissing versus Laurentian 
games that got fairly out of control. 

I remember seeing players walk 
off the field pouring blood from 
their mouth. 

However, I am not talking 
about fouls here. It is one thing 
for a soccer game to feature the 
occasional flagrant foul — which is 
how that bloody mouth happened 
— but it is another matter entirely 
to play hard-tackling, shoulder-to- 
shoulder soccer all game. 

There are some Voyageurs 
and Lady Vees who exemplify this 
gritty playing-style, such as former 
players Tony Tagliafierro, Trevor 
Beange, or current player Renee 
Jacques. 

While the above-mentioned 
players, and many others 
representing Laurentian, know 



how to hustle and get physical, 
the general nature of the league is 
different. 

The OUA features some teams 
with an extremely high skill level, 
but so does the AUS. Saint Mary's 
University has four silver medals 
from Canadian Interuniversity 
Sport (CIS) championships, so 
they have shown the ability to 
compete with any CIS squad. 

Some of the skill shown by 
AUS players has impressed me. 
When I first arrived in St. John's in 
August, I was unsure what the level 
of competition would be like. 

Due to Atlantic provinces 
being smaller in population than 
Ontario, I did not think the level 
of soccer would be as high. It has 
proven to be on the same level for 
the most part. 

The game is different, but 
only slightly. The rough, physical 
edge shown by many players is a 
welcome addition, but sometimes 
the attacking flair is not as strong.

The threat was implied: Give 
in to our demands immediately 
or prepare for some heavy duty 
occupying by trained professionals. 

Their demands were murky (at 
best): Change what you are doing, 
but not so much that it changes 
things in a disruptive way. And. . . 
um...make sure you stop getting 
so rich so some of us can get a bit 
richer . . .you j erks. 

Last weekend a brave group of 
students from all over Ontario were 
united as one as they descended 
onto Bay Street with one mission 
in mind - To occupy the hell out 
of it. Laurentian University was 
well represented in this effort by a 
busload of our students. The SGA 
pledged $2000 to these students to 
do with it whatever they wished. 
One SGA executive recounted 
what happened. "Normally 
we don't give out half of our 
operating budget from the VP of 
Issues for one event. And normally 
we don't give any SGA funds to 
people who barge into a meeting 
demanding money "or else." But 
we knew we had to take these 
students seriously. They told us to 
give them money or "we would 
live to regret it" and we believed 
them. In hindsight, I feel kind 
of foolish giving them so much 
money when there are so many 
better ways to spend the money on 
more worthy causes but you didn't 
see the look in their eyes when they 
were telling us "We need money! 
Give us money!!" It was the vague 
look of pissed off child who has a 
marker in their hands and is ready 
to write on the newly painted wall 
with it. It was a look that suggested 
"things might happen" if they 
weren't given money. And I for 
one did not want to find out what 
those "things" might be. Actually, 
I feel really silly giving them all 
the money up front without asking 
for receipts. Usually we pledge 
a certain amount of money and 
give it to an organization or club 
once they show us how the money 
was spent. But in this case we 
just forked over the money, no 
questions asked. For one thing, 
these people didn't look like they 



had any answers to any questions 
we might ask and the other thing 
was they just scared the crap out of 
me. They were seasoned occupiers 
and I did not want to be occupied. 
It felt like the right thing to do at 
the time, but as they left chanting 
"Forget the protest, let's party!!!"

I thought I done enough 
prep work so that I would be 
ready when the time came 
but under the pressure of 
the big city and all of those 
rich 1% staring at me from 
their penthouses, I froze 
up.

I actually unfroze and kept 
moving around," said one 
Occupier. 

Another Occupier had 
a similar tale of woe. "At 
one point I joined a group 
of people who I thought 
were fellow Occupiers but it 
turned out they were in line 
for a hot dog. I was totally 
failing at Occupying Bay 
Street. All my dreams that 
had led up to this day were 
shattering like glass at my 
feet. I felt like taking those 
metaphorical shards of 
glass and stabbing my eyes 
with them. I was a complete 



failure," she sobbed. "The hot dog 
was delicious," she added. 

But just when all seemed lost, 
a sunbeam of triumph began to 
shine through the clouds of defeat 
when an Occupier, who asked to 
remain nameless (oh screw it, it 
was Bob Darnier, 1184 Christina 
Drive, P3A 4P7, (705) 523 1540), 
turned things around with his 
courageous speech. "Guys! Stop 
moving around. Stand still!!! Don't 
be such dickwads." While nobody

them. We respect all of their efforts 
but more work needs to be done. 
We feci occupying is best done 
standing up and they feel it is okay 
to occasionally sit down or even lean 
on something to take the weight off 
of their feet. We even saw one of 
them eating a hot dog! This does not 
reflect our definition of occupying 
and in some ways diminishes the 
message we are trying to get across. 
Or it will diminish the message once 
we get around to articulating what 
our message is." 

On the heels of this 
announcement the morale of the 
peaceful movement Occupy Bay 
Street seemed to wane. But it picked 
up again when they reminded 
themselves that the Occupy Toronto 
movement was just a bunch of glory 
seeking students who didn't have 
any workable plan to help achieve 
their goals.
